Statement of services for which the decoration has been 
awarded 

On the 9th May, 1988, at about 12.30 p.nt,, information 
wus received in the Central Reserve Police Force Control 
Room through Central Reserve Police Force posted outside 
Golden Temple Complex that terrorists were constructing n 
brick wall outside tile complex behind the 'Prasad Point’. 
This was part of fortification which would have given a 
definite tactical advantage to the terrorists over the Central 
Reserve Police Force picket (Manoharlal Building) opposite 
Prasad Point. On receipt of this information, Shri S. S. 
Virk, Deputy Inspector General, Central Reserve Police 
Forge, alongwith other staff including Shri Suresh Arora, 
Senior Superintendent of Police and Shri Baldcv Singh, Supe¬ 
rintendent of Polce (City), Amritsar, reached the site and 
found an objectionable construction in progress. When the 
efforts to suspend this construction failed, the Police and 
Central Reserve Police Force Jawans weic ordered to demo¬ 
lish the wall. Aa soon as they started the demolition work 
ihe lenorists from inside the Golden Temple Complex open¬ 
ed fire with automatic weapons without giving any warning 
to Police party to lake cover. Shri S. S. Virk, Deputy 
Inspector General, was seriously injured in his jaw as a 
result of firing. Shri Suresh Arora, Senior Superintendent 
of Police, and Shri Baldcv Singh, Superintendent of Police, 
who vvete standing next to Shri Virk, immediately covered 
Shri Virk and opened fire towards the terrorists. Similarly 
other Police personnel including Shri Bnldev Singh, Superin¬ 
tendent of Police, started firing towards terrorists to give 
cove; to Shri Suresh Arora to enable him to evacuate Shri 
Virk to a safer place from the range of terrorists’ fire. Shri 
■\rora acted with remarkable courage and moved Shri Virk 
from ‘Prasad Point’ by tactically changing his position and 
continously firing towards the terrorists. By then the attack 
from the terrorists’ side turned into a full-fledged attack on 
Central Reserve Police Force pickets from various fortified 
positions inside the Golden Temple Complex. Shri Arora 
borrowed a scooter from a civilian and drove Shri Virk to 
GTB Hospital. This daring act of Shri Arora saved the 
life of Shri Virk, After leaving Shri Virk in the Fmergency 
Ward of the hoRpitnl. Shri Arora returned to Golden Temple 
Complex .and organised the retaliatory action by the Central 


Reserve Police Force pickets. Shri Arora moved from 
picket to picket and personally briefed the men about the 
tactics and strategy emphasising the necessity of ensuring 
that no innocent fives were lost as a result of firing by the 
Security Forces. He played a very important role In the 
operation which led to the clearance of Golden Temple ol 
several hard-core terrorists. 

In this incident, Shri Suresh Arora, Senior Superintendent 
of Police, displayed conspicuous gallantly, courage and devo 
tion to duty of a high order.

Shri Hoshiar Singh fired with a Very 
Tight Pistol and in the light saw four extremists hiding in 
the wheat field. He again tired with another Very Light 
Pistol and challenged the extremists ru stop but they shifted 
firing on the Police party. The police party returned the firt 
and the firing continued for about 30 minutes. When the 
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firing stopped, Shri Hoshlar Singh and party searched the 
area with the torch light and found two dead bodies. The 
remaining two extremists escaped under the cover of darkness.

On the 17th June, 1987, at about 5.30 PM, Sub-Inspector 
Sureshwar Nath Mallick of Bachwara Police Station received 
information that a gang of notorious armed criminals was 
planning to commit road dacoity at the south of Balan river 
near Rudauli village, Shri Mallick, ulongwith four armed 
Home Guards, rushed to the spot and noticed the criminals 
gang sitting in the mango orchard. After assessing the situ¬ 
ation, he cautioned his men and proceeded gradually towards 
the direction in a crawling position when he saw about 5-6 
person® rushing towards eastern side of the mango orchard. 
He challenged them to surrender but the desperadoes replied 
with indiscriminate firing on the police party. Shri Mallick 
asked his men to take position and return the fire. Firing 
from both sides continued. Shri Mallick sustained injuries 
on his left forehead, neck, both fore-arms and abdomen. He 
did not lose heart and remained stead-fast, undeterred and 
unnerved. Without caring for his injuries, he moved to¬ 
wards the criminals and fired two rounds from his service 
revolver. Sbri Mallick also inspired his men to face the 
difficult situation gallantry. The police party kept on firing 
at the criminals. At last, one criminal fell down in the 
mango orchard; following this other members of the gang 
took to their heel®. The dead criminal was later Identified 
as Kari Paswan of Begusarai District, who was involved in 
a number of criminal cases of Begusarai and Samastipur 
Districts.

On the 7 th September, 1987 Constable Ram Kishna 
Hooda and Constable Anil Kumar, ulongwith other person¬ 
nel, were detailed for escort duty of Officer Commanding, 
*F Company of 19 Battalion, Central Reserve Police Force. 


The vehicle carrying the Officer Commanding and escort, in¬ 
cluding Shri Ram Kishna Hooda and Shri Anil Kumar, was 
returning from C Company located at Marlmegha to the 
‘E* Company headquarters, Bhikhiwind. At about 2150 
hours while the vehicle approached the road-junction and 
slowed down to negotiate the turning towards right, terrorists 
numbering about eight to ten, who had taken position behind 
the elephant grass on the left side of the road, suddenly 
opened fire with AK-47 Chinese Assault Rifles and injured 
all the police personnel in the vehicle. In spite of serious 
bullet injuries the police personnel jumped out of the vehicle 
and took position in Paddy field and fired on the terrosists. 
Without caring for the four bullet injuries on his right knee, 
Constable Anil Kumar fired 27 rounds from his 7.62 mm 
SLR rapidly and repulsed the attack of the terrorists. 

Constable Ram Kishna Hooda also got bullet injuries on 
his right hand. Although he was seriously injured, without 
losing his nerves, he reurned the fire and thus repulsed the 
attack of the terrorists. Tin: terrorists eventhouah equipped 
with superior weapons started fleeing due to the timely action 
of Shri Ram Kishna Hooda and Shri Anil Kumar. 

All the injured personnel were rushed to a nearest Civil 
Hospital at Bhikhiwind, where one Deputy Superintendent of 
Police and a Constable (Driver) were declared dead. The 
other injured personnel were further evacuated to S.G.T.B. 
Hospital .Amritsar and on reaching there another Constable 
was also declared dead. Shri Anil Kumar and Shri Ram 
Kishna Hooda alongwlth others were admitted in the Hospital 
for treatment. 

In this encounter, Shri Ram Kishna Hooda, Constable and 
Shri Anil Kumar, Constable, displayed conspicuous gallantry, 
courage and devotion to duty of a high order. 

These awards are made for gallantry under rule 4(1) of the 
rules governing the award of the Police Medal and conse¬ 
quently carries with it the special allowance admissible under 
rule 5, with effect from the 7th September, 1987.

No. I/20012/l/87-OL(A-l).—The Committee of Parlia¬ 
ment on Official Language was constituted under Section 4(1) 
of the Official Languages Act, 1963 (as amended). In 
accordance with the provisions of Section 4(2) of the same 
Act, the Committee was constituted with 20 members of the 
I.ok Sabha and 10 members of the Rajya Sabha. The Com¬ 
mittee submitted the 1st part of its Report to the President 
in January, 1987, wherein it had made recommendations re¬ 
garding the translation arrangements, training facility in 
translation and availability of reference and help literature in 
Central Government Offices. The 1st volume of the Report 
was placed before both Houses of Parliament on 8th May, 
1987 and its copies were duly sent to all the State Govern¬ 
ments and Union Territories. As the recommendations con¬ 
cerned the transaction of official business in various Minis¬ 
tries /Departments, their opinion was also taken. 

2. After considering the views expressed by State Govern¬ 
ments, a decision was taken to accept most of the recom¬ 
mendations made by the Committee either in their original 
form or with some modification. Accordingly, the under¬ 
signed has been directed to notify the following orders of the 
President under Section 4(4) of the Official Languages Act, 
1963. on the recommendations of the Committee : 

(A) Completion of tlte remaining translation work 

(1) Translation, printing and use of forms 

The Committee has recommended that arrangements should

The Committee has recommended that the existing arrange¬ 
ment for the translation of various types of prescrib'd Codes/ 
Manuals/Forms and other procedural liteinture should be 
strengthened commensurate with the needs of this work, At 
present this work is being done in Cential Translation Bureau 
of the Department of Official Language, Ministry of Home 
Affairs, the Ministry of Railways, Ministry of Defence, 
Department ot Posts and the Department of Tcle-Communi- 
eutions under the Ministry of Communications and the Legis¬ 
lative Department of the Ministiy of Jaw and iustice.

This recommendation has been accepted The Department 
of Official Language. Ministry of Home Adairs, may issue 
directions to ull the Ministries/Departments etc. to take 
necessary action. 

(X) Translation of statutory tiiciainrc of I'nhllc I‘ndertaklngs 

The Committee has recommended that the Official Langu¬ 
age Wing ol the legislative Department should be streng¬ 
thened in such a manner that it is able to discharge properly 
the responsibility of translating the statutory literature of the 
public sector undertakings 

The recommendations was duly considered. The Official 
Language Wing ot the Legislative Department is meant for 
the translation of statutory material of Government Deport¬ 
ments and offices. Banks. Insuiance Companies and large 
undertakings should make their own arrangements for the 
translation of their statutory material. Foi their guidance 
the Official language Wing of the Legislative Department 
will provide to them some standard drafts and also extend to 
them its full cooperation in training their law officers in this 
respect. For smaller undertakings, for whom it is not feasi¬ 
ble to make this airangcment, the Bureau of Public Enter¬

Clear instructions should be issued to 
Ministries/Departments etc. that whenever it is necessary and 
obligatory to work in both Hindi and English, translators 
etc. should be appointed for this purpose. There should be 
no restriction of any kind in this regard.

The Committee has made the following recommendations 
for the preparation, printing, publication mid distribution of 
codes, manuals and form in nilingual form. 

(12) I’repuiniitin and amendment in bilingual joint 

ti) Arrangements should be made tor the preparation of 
Hindi and English texts of all codcs/manuals/forms and 
other procedural literature simultaneously. Amendments 
made in them from lime to time should also be got translated 
side by side. 

(ii) Printing and publication in diglol form 

Codes/manuals and forms which have been already 
translated and those which me yet to be translated, should 
be printed, published in bilingual form soon after their Hindi 
translation is made available. If deemed necessary to avoid 
delay in their printing, they may be got printed fiom private 
presses. IT there is violation of this iu!e a! miv place or 
level, it should he viewed seriously.

Codcs/manuals and forms and other procedural Jilciatuic 
and amendments made in them from time to time should be 
made available in bilingual form to the ,ff Inched/subordinate 
offices'and undeitakings and insiiimious etc. v/herosrr they 
arc required lo be used.

(iv) Appointing of Coordinating Officers 

In the Ministries■ Departments, a senior officer should be 
appointed as a Coordinating Officer with the responsibility 
to coordinate all the work pertaining to translation of pres¬ 
cribed staiutory/non---statutory codes manuals/fornis and 
other piocedural litciabirc and ihcir printing and availability 
in bilingual form to nil the offices of Ministries/ Departments. 

The above recommendations have been accepted. The 
Department of Official Language under the Ministry of 
Home Affairs may issue directions to all Minisi i ics; Depart¬ 
ments etc. to take necessary action in the matter. 

(D) 'Inditing in i tans Unit m 

(13) Training m tianshninn of luui-.si.niaory liter,Uiu c 

In its icpoit the Committee has stre.,;cd upon (he need foi 
impairing training lo the Uun&iution personnel. In this 
matter the Committee has recomoviirivd (hat all the trans¬ 
lation personnel should be imparted training in translation 
compulsorily under a time-bound ptogramme. For this pui- 
pose Central Translation Bureau will have to further streng¬ 
then its training set-up. All translators who have not so 
far received training in translation should by imparted this 
training at the most by the end of 1988. For this purpose 
apart from big cities like Calcium, Madras, Ahmedabad and 
Guwuhnti at least one Training Centra in each Slate should 
be immediately set up on ad hoc bask.

quisite airangcments for imparting nec,-v,aiy training in this 
regard and also make necessary nnannomeiits for imparting 
refresher training to them. 

This recommendation has been accepted. The Legislative 
Depaitment in the Ministry of Lav; and Tuslicc may mak-- 
necessary arrangements for imparting (mining to translato:- 
engaged in the translation of statutoiy literature as well as 
refresher training to thoni 

(15) Refresher Training ill translation 

Regarding lefresher training foi linn Tutor):. Ihe Com 
niittcc has recommended that in order to maintain the level 
of knowledge and standard of translation of the trained and 
experienced translators, a refresher course in translation 
should be conducted for translation slmt after 5 years of 
theii initial training. 

This recommendation has been accepted. The Department 
of Official Language may make ncccv.ary arrangement in 
this respect. 

(lb) Arrangement itgnrding Induing ior Hindi Officers and 
Officers oj higher rank 

The Committee has lecommendcd that appropriate and re¬ 
quisite arrangements for imparting trainmg of a high stan¬ 
dard in translation and vetting thereof should be made for 
officers of the rank nf Hindi Officers and above in order to 
provide an efficient, smooth and prompt translation machi¬ 
nery nt all levels m all Ministries, Departments. Undertakings 
und Office- etc.

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(17) Departmental training on transfer from one Depart¬ 
ment to another 

The Committee is of the view that on the transfer of 
translation personnel from one Department to another 
Department, It is necessary that they arc given special train¬ 
ing in the new Department. The Committee has, therefore, 
recommended that arrangements should also be made for 
imparting special training for about a week’s time for officers 
and staff engaged on translation work on their transfer from 
one Department to another so as to enable them to have a 
grasp of the peculiar environment and terminology etc. per- 
training to the new Department. 

This recommendation has been accepted.. The Department 
of Official Language may issue necessary directions to all 
Ministries/Departments etc. to provide this training depart¬ 
mental^. 

(E) Evolving of standard terminology 

(18) The Committee has made the following recommenda¬ 
tions in regard to evolving of terminology :— 

(i) Finalising standard Hindi equivalents of new words 

The Commission for Scientific and Technical Terminology 
should immediately undertake the task of finalising standard 
Hindi equivalents of thousands of new words which have 
come Into being ip various subjects after 1970 and should 
take steps to update their glossaries. 

(11) Periodical review of glossaries 

These terminologies should be reviewed from time to time 
and appropriate new words relating to new expressions com¬ 
ing up on account of scientific innovations and other develop¬ 
ments should bo added therein to make them up-to-date. 

(iii) To expedite the finalisation of terminologies presently 
being evolved 

The work relating to the evolution of terminologies on 
various subjects which is presently in progress should be ex¬ 
pedited so that it is completed by tho end of the year, 1988. 

(iv) Constituting a high level Committee 

The vacancies in the membership of the Commission for 
Scientific and Technical Terminology should be immediately 
filled up and a High Level Committee should, be constituted 
to provide guidance in the field of evolution of terminology. 

These recommendations have een accepted. The Depart¬ 
ment of Education under Ministry of Human Resources 
Development may take necessary action. Regarding review 
of legal terminology, the Official Language Wing of the 
Legislative Department under Ministry of Law and Justice 
may take necessary action. 

(F) Use, propagation and distribution of standard termino¬ 
logy 

(19) Emphasising the need for the use and propagation of 
the standard terminology, the Committee has made the 
following recommendations 

(i) To ensure the use of standard Hindi equivalents. 

To use of Hindi equivalents for various English terms 
as are given or as may be given in the standard glossaries 
should be ensured so that a standard form of the Official 
Language could be evolved. 

(ii) To organise workshops for teachers 

Workshops on terminology should be organised for teachers 
In various Universities so that their knowledge of the use of 
precise terms get enlarged and their linguistic capabilities 
are enhanced. 

(iii) Indentifying alt India terminology 

After identifying the all India terminology, lists of all the 
basic terms should be prepared and sent to the Text-book 
Boards of non-Hindi speaking States and also workshops on 
terminology organised in cooperation with the scholars of 

these States. 


(iv) Adaptation of glossaries published by the Commission 
for Scientific & Technical Terminology 

For the adaptation of glossaries published by the Commis¬ 
sion for Scientific & Technical Terminology, proper agencies 
should be set up in all States so that there is uniformity of 
terminology in the Scientific & Technical literature written in 
Hindi and Other Indian Languages. 

(v) Use of standard terminology in study and teaching 

Agencies engaged in the work of evolving terminology 
should send subject wise lists of terms to schools, Universities 
and teachers and go to States and organise seminars and 
workshops for the teachers of schools and Universities so 
that they may become conversant with newly evolved terms 
and make use of them in their study and teaching. 

(vi) To Impart knowledge of technical terminology in work¬ 
shops 

In workshops organised to facilitate work in Hindi, Officer/ 
staff should be invariably familiarised with technical termi¬ 
nology so that they are able to use it in their day-to-day 
work. 

(vii) Writing of books in Hindi on scientific technical 
subjects 

More and more books should be written on scientific and 
technical subjects in Hindi at Govt, level. In this field pri¬ 
vate publishers may also be encouraged. A pre-condition for 
the publication of these books should be that authentic ter¬ 
minology will be used in them. 

(viii) Use of standard terminology in the official work of 
Central Govt. 

Legal, scientific and technical terminologies, evolved by 
the Commission for Scientific k Technical Terminology and 
concerned Ministries, should be appropriately used in the 
official work of the Central Government, including broad¬ 
casts over All India Radio and telecasts on Doordarshan. 

(ix) Distribution of glossaries in adequate number 

Glossaries published by the Commission for Scientific and 
Technical Terminology and the Official Language Wing of 
the Legislative Department and also those prepared and pub¬ 
lished by other Ministries should be made available to all 
Government Offices in adequate number according to their 
requirements. 

(x) Provision of detailed information about glossaries to 
institutes concertted with education 

Institutes related to the field of education e.g. National 
Council of Educational Research and Training, University 
Grants Commission and Universities etc. should be provided 
with detailed Information about the existing glossaries as well 
as about those glossaries that might be brought out in future 
and they should be urged to ensure their use to the possible 
extent in the study material to be prepared In Hindi and other 
Indian languages on different subjects. Similar requests could 
also be made to the Granth Academies, Government Bodies 
engaged in publishing work and private publishers to make 
use of those terminologies, as far as possible in their publi¬ 
cations on varlus subjects. 

(xi) Establishing a Terminology Bank 

Taking into account the future use of terminology evolved 
in the fields of Law, Science, Technology and Humanities by 
computors, a Terminology Bank should be established imme¬ 
diately. This work could be assigned to Commission for 
Scientific & Technical Terminology. 

(xii) To make available copies of legal glossary to courts 

To ensure extensive use of the legal glossary prepared by 
the Legislative Department, its copies should be mad© avail¬ 
able free of cost or at nominal price to all such courts 
throughout the country where there is likelihood of the use 
of Hindi. 

(xlii) Use of legal terminology In test-books of law 

For the convenience of students studying law through' 
Hindi medium, authentic legal terminology should be used 
in text book* of law. whether they are tranilsted *r originally 

written in Mlndi. 
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( xiv) Wide distribution of legal glossary 

The legislative Department should get large number oL' 
copies of legal glossary printed and arrange for its wide dis¬ 
tribution so as to ensure its use and achieve uniformity in 
language. All these recommendations have been accepted. 
To ensure use of the standard terminology in Government 
offices the Department of Official Language has already 
issued necessary orders, the compliance of which should be 
ensured by all Ministries and Deptts etc. The Depth, of 
Official Language may also issue directions in regard to (vi) 
above. 

Department of Education may lake necessary action as 
envisaged in the recommendations for the propagation of 
standard terminology evolved by the Department for its use 
in the field of education and in the publication of books and 
for the establishment of Terminology Banks. 

Similarly in relation to legal glossary, the Official Langu¬ 
age Wing of the Legislative Department ntay take necessary 
action. 

(G) Original drafting 

(20) (i) Use of Hindi in legal drafting 

In the field of law, original drafting should be done in 
Hindi so that laws enacted in Hindi are interpreted in Hindi 
and decisions written in Hindi. 

(it) Original drafting of codes, manuals etc. in Hindi 

In futuro all new codes, manuals etc. should be prepared 
originally in Hindi. 

These recommendations have been accepted in principle. 
Although at present it may not be possible to implement 
them fully, yet efforts may be mado in this direction as far 
as possible. Regarding original Hindi drafting in the field 
of law, the Legislative Department may take necessary action. 
So far as the question of preparing codes and manuals origi¬ 
nally in Hindi is concerned, the Department of Official 
Language may issue necessary directions to all Ministries 
and Deptts. etc. 

(H) Ollier recommendations related to the field of Education 

(21) (i) To set up an organisation for direct and prompt 

translation of knowledge and information into Hindi 
and other Indian languages. 

While emphasising the need for translating into Hindi and 
other Indian languages all the scientific and technical know¬ 
ledge available in other languages of the world, the Com¬ 
mittee has recommended that for the advancement of the 
country it is necessary that material containing up-to-date 
knowledge bi ought out in the languages of the developed 
countries of the world, should be directly and without any 
delay got translated into Hindi and other Indian languages, 
It has further recommended that for this purpose a new 
organisation may be set up. 

This recommendation has been accepted with this modi¬ 
fication that the Department of Education under the Ministry 
of Human Resource Development may get this work done 
through existing organisations under it by strengthening then! 
as per the requirements of this work. 

The Department of Education under Ministry of Human 
Resource Development may take necessary action in this 
regard accordingly 

(22) Making finest literature in various branches’ of know¬ 
ledge accessible to students and common man. 

The Committee has recommended that the finest literature 
in various branches of knowledge should be made accessible 
to students and the common man. For this purpose in keep¬ 
ing with their requirements a large number of glossaries, 
definitional dictionaries, University level books, reference 
books and supplementary literature in various disciplines of 
Science and Technology should be prepared, Besides, what¬ 
ever scientific and technical knowledge is available in Hindi, 
should more and more be used for educational and admini¬ 
strative purposes. 


This recommendation has been accepted. The Department 
of Education under Ministry of Human Resources Develop¬ 
ment may take necessary action in this regard. 

(23) Wide publicity to scientific and technics literature pub-' 
lished in Hindi 

The Committee has recommended that whatever scientific 
and technical literature has been published in Hindi should 
be given wide publicity and this work should be stepped up, 

'I his recommendation has been accepted. The Department 
of Education under Ministry of Human Resource Develop¬ 
ment may take necessary action in this regard. 

(24) Medium of teaching in Higher Education 

The Committee has recommended that, in addition to 
English, Hindi and other Indian languages should also bo 
made medium of teaching at the level of higher education. 

This recommendation has been accepted in principle. In 
this regard the Department of Education under Ministry of 
Human Resource Development, the Department of Health 
and Family Welfare and the Department of Agricultural Re¬ 
search and Education may take necessary action. 

(25) Preparation of reference anil help literature 

The Committee has recommended that for the smooth and 
successful functioning of translation arrangements in vari¬ 
ous offices of the Central Government, in addition to the 
work of preparing of glossaries, the process of preparation 
of other types of reference and help literature should also 
continue. For this purpose short term and long term plans, 
as may be needed, should be prepared. With this end in 
view, private organisations should also be encouraged. Snch 
literature should also be distributed properly amongst the 
officers and be used by them. 

This recommendation has been accepted. The Department 
of Official Language may issue necessary instructions in 
this regard. 

(I) Other recommendations relating to Law 

(26) Stablishing Indian Languages in the sphere of Law 

The Committee has recommended that the Central Gov¬ 
ernment should in consultation with State Governments, for¬ 
mulate an integrated scheme to establish Hindi and other 
Indian languages in the legal sphere. 

This recommendation has been accepted. The Legislative 
Department may take necessary action in this regard. 

(27) Preparation of Hindi Text of rides framed by the 
Union Territory of Delhi under Parliamentary Legis¬ 
lation 

The CommiUco has observed that no arrangements havo 
been made in the Official Language Wing of the Legislative 
Department for the preparation of the Hindi text of rules 
framed by the Onion Territory of Delhi under Parliamen¬ 
tary Legislation. It has accordingly recommended that 
suitable arrangements should be made for this purpose. 

This item of work is the responsibility of the Delhi Admi¬ 
nistration. Accordingly this recommendation may be refer¬ 
red to the Administration of the Union Territory of Delhi 
for inking necessary action. 

(J) Form of language to be used in translation 

(28) About the form of language to be used in transla¬ 
tion, the Committee is of the view that in translation the 
adoption of the form of language as provided in Article 351 
of the Constitution is in the interest of the unity and integrity 

of India. 

This recommendation has been accepted. The Depart¬ 
ment of Official Language may issue necessary directions 16 
alt the Mmktiiei/Departments etc. in this regard, 
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(K) Stringent- action against officials responsible for the 
iii-ti-tontpliance of the provisions o] Official, Languages 
Act an.l Official Language Rules 

(20) Rule 12 of the Official Language Rules, 1976 assigns 
10 til a administrative head of each office of the Central Gov¬ 
ernment the icspon ability to ensure proper compliance of the 
provisions of the Official Languages Act and the Official 
Language Rules. A large majority of the heads of Depart¬ 
ment 1 ? have r.nl bun complying with the Official l anguages 
Act and the Rule.-.. The Committee has suggested that Gov¬ 
ernment should lake necessary steps in this regard and take 
stringent action against erring officials. 

This recommendation has been accepted with this modi¬ 
fication Lhai the work relating to the implementation of the 
official language should be done through pursuation and 
cocciui ngcniej'i, but at the same time compliance with rules 
and orders etc. should be strictly ensured. 

' The Department of Official Language has issued necessary 
directions in this regard. Ministries/Departmcnt etc. may 
ensuie their compliance. 

(If Cent fie ft,, disregutding the dnection s of the Commit¬ 
tee 

(30) fonic ul the Ministries/Departments, whose names 
figure in pm i 1.1.2 of the report, failed to furnish the re¬ 
quisite inlormation to the Committee by the Scheduled date. 
While expressing its displeasure for the lapse the Committee 
felt that non-furnishing of the requisite information tanta- 
mounts to disregard of the Commiltee. For this they deserve 
to be censured. Accordingly stringent action should be taken 
against the concerned officials It should also be ensured that 
in future tune is no slackness in furnishing any information 
called for by the Committee.
